Mrs. Annie E. Williams, of Gleich- 
jen, Alberta, had a record flax crop 
last year. She seeded 63.33 acres 
jand threshed 1,877 bushels—which is 
j}equivalent to 29:63 bushels to the 
‘acre. The significance of this will 
‘be more readily appreciated when it 
1j tated that the average yield per 
last year in Alberta was 12.83, 
skatchewan, 12.56; in Manitoba, 
9, in all Canada, 12.60, and in the 
United States 9.90 bushels to the acre, 

The variety which was grown was 
‘Premost,’ a new kind which has been 
| developed by the Dominion Depart-

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BALKAN WAR AGAIN! FOREST FIRES PLAYING HAVOC ANOTABLE CONVENTION CANADA GETS BEST IMMIGRANTS 


HOPE OF AVERTING ANOTHER 
WAR ALMOST GONE 


The Balkan Trouble Would Appear to 
be Worse than Ever, and Fierce 
Fighting With Terrible Carnage is 
Reported From Belgrade 


London.—Any remaining hope of 
averting the Balkan War is rapidly 
“@isappearing. Bulgaria has sent 


_yarning .otes to Servia and Greece 


demanding a cessation of all aggress- 
ive movements within 24 hours. These 
notes are regarded as an ultimatum. 

A Belgrade dispatch, via Paris, an- 
nounces that the King of Servia is 
presiding at a Council which is expect- 
ed to decide to declare war on Bul- 
garia. 

Greece, in notes to Bulgaria and the 
Powers justifying her action, accuses 
Bulgaria of treacherously attacking 
the Greeks and Servians in order to 
seize important territory and so place 
herself in an advantageous pos.tion in 
the coming negotiations for a settle- 
ment of the F.lkan differences. 

In the meantime fighting continues 
according to Servian advices, on a 
heavy scale, and the King of Greece 
with his staff has left Saloniki for the 
front to direct the operations person- 
aily. 

The represcntatives of the Powers 
at all the Balkan capitals are urgently 
pressing their respective Governments 
not to allow unfortunate occurrences 
to drag them into war. 

A Belgrade dispatch to The Dally 
Telegraph reports that the Greeks 
went to the assistance of the Servians 
and after heavy fighting recaptured 
Gueveheli. The Bulgarian. met with 
real disaster, when in an attack on 
the Servian position at Retkibukwe, 
on the banks of the Zletovo River, 
they attempted desperate assaults 
with the bayonet. These failed and 
the Bulgarians left behind a thousand 
dead and wounded. 

Belgrade.—Army head-quarters re- 
port that the Servians, after capturing 
Istip, pursued the enemy, capturing 
over 100 officers and 1,00Q men, 

Press despatches report that san- 
guinary fighting has prevailed at Ovt- 
chepolye; where the Bulgarian losses 
were enormous and 4,000 Bulgarians 
surrendered. In this engagement 
2,000 Servians were killed or wounded. 

According to the best information 
to be obtained ¢ the Servian capital, 
the battle line extended frcm Kotch- 
ana, Istip ind Strumitza toward Guev- 
pheli and thence onward 
of Orfani. 

The Bulgarians delivered their heay- 
fest blows at Guevgheli, where they 
met the Greco-Servian line, and at 
Ixtip. ° They still hold Guevgheli, but 
were driven from Istip eventually with 
heavy losses, to Ovtchenolye, where 
the Servian arm) was massed. 
Servian suppu ting forces, coming up 
in time, met the Bulgarians at Demak 
and Petrissino, behind Kotchana, 
where a fierce fight ensued. The Bul- 
garians suffered heavily, the Servians 
canturing an,important height near 
Osigovtt, called Retkibukwe.

Valuable Timber and Pulp Lands Be- 
Ing Wiped Out In Northern Ontario 
Toronto.—Graphic descriptions of 


| the flerce forest fires raging through 


Northern Ontario's thickly wooded re- 
gions are given by men coming down 
from the ravaged district. 

Stories of the terrors afflicting the 
residents of the forests. and of the 
wild animals fleeing before the spread- 
ing flames, are beginning to come 
down. Travellers arrived recently 
from the fire zone and say that they 
cannot be extinguished. The timber 
territory from the Trarscontinental 
Railway down through the gold min- 
ing and farming district along the 
Temiskaming and Northern Ontario 
railway {s as dry as a bone amd so 
inflammable that a bare breath of 
j flame will ignite it. 

It is taken as a fact that this pres- 
ent fire will destroy a greater area of 
valuable timber and pulp land than 
the devastating fire of 1911. 

Latest reporis from Cobalt show 
that the flames have spread east and 
west of Cochrane on the National 
Transcontinen'al railway and down 
the T. & N.O. railway through Por- 
cupine. 

As reports have stated, the spot at 
; which most damage has been done is 
in and around Earlton, a litle farming 
town some twenty miles above New 
| Liskeard. West along the railway 
branch line to Charlton, the flames 
have taken another course, and reports 
state that town {fs in danger, 

Near Sudbury another fire started 
from a new origin and is creeping fast 
through the forests toward the Soo and 
Kenora, 

Down at Earlton the fire has burned 
everything. The T. & N.O. sheds 
are destroyed and houses and barns 
are in ashes. 

No serious loss yet, but grave dan- 
|ger of the fire spreading, is the re- 
port received recently by Deputy Min- 
ister Gibson of the Lands, Forests and 
{Mines department, from his subordin- 
jates in the districts west of Sudbury, 
jin regard to the forest fires there. 
So far the re rangers have been able 
to hold the spread of the flames to a 
certain extent. ‘ 

We are praying for rain, sald Mr. 
Gibson, but if it remains as dry as 
it is at present and a wind should 
spring up there is no telling what the 
damage will be. The fire is spread- 
ing from a point several miles west of 
Sudbury toward Port Arthur; 

Nothing is said in the reports about 
}any loss of life in this district.

Therefore an or- 
der has been made under which any 
man who has enlisted can have an hon- 
orable discharge by asking for it.

LESSON II.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR JULY 13, 1913 


Text of the Lesson, Ex. ii, 11-25. 
Memory Verses, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
Matt. v, 5—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


In Acts vii, 22-29, we have quite a 
} full comment upon the first part-of 
jour lesson and must note these facts. 
Moses was learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians and was mighty in 
words and deeds. And when he was 
full forty years old it came into his 
heart to visit his brethren, the children 
of Israel. He supposed that his bre- 
thren would have understood how that 
God by kis hand would deliver them, 
but they understood not. How briefly 
are summoned up his forty years at 
the court of Pharaoh! He may have 
been forty years ahead of time in his 
thought of delivering his people, for 
Acts vii, 29, 30, tells us that he was 
‘orty years a stranger in the land of 
Midian before he received his call. at 
the burning bush. And yet we ean- 
not but think of Him who. came unto 
H's own and His own received Him 
not (John ji, 11). Stephen thus spake 
jot him in Acts vii, 86: This Moses 
whom they refused. 


In Heb. xi, 24-27, the time of our 
lesson is also referred to and the. po- 
sition which Moses might have filed as 
the son of Pharaoh's daughter. But 
{he chose rather to suffer affliction with 
|the people of God than to enjoy the 
| pleasures of sin for a season, esteem- 
ing the reffoach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures in Egypt, for 
he had respect unto the recompense of 
the -reward. He endured as seeing 
Him who is invisible. What wonder- 
ful words these are, and what an in- 
sight they give us into Moses’ know- 
ledge of the God of Israel and of the 
promises to Abraham, Isaac and Jac- 
|ob—wisdom which never came to him 
from the wisdom of Egypt. 
| According to our lesson verses al- 
; though Moses sympathized with his 
| afflicted brethren, he did not know the 
living and true God as he did later on, 
for before he slew the Egyptian task- 
;master he looked this way and that 
way to see that n oman was watching. 
|He was afterward afraid and fled for 
|his life to the land of Midian. He 
had been from childhood to the age of 
forty under the training of the wis 
dom of Egypt, but he required to be 
forty years more at the school of God, 
learning more fully the wisdom of 
God, as David did when he kept sheep, 
as John the Baptist did until he was 
thirty and as Saul did for three years 
in Arabia. Nothing can equal a train- 
| ing in the school of God.
